Tan phsral area was fleet, 
with snail, lnslgnlflcent land rises in the north, near Baksletroy. a 
wooded area of fir, pine, birch, aspen and various coniferous trees 
s ur ro u n de d the dty. the river HLaes, about 100 meters wide, depth unknown, 
flowed northwest at the center of Chelyabinsk, the Ida a h olin o, south 
of Chalyhhittk, was a salt water lake. She temperature fall in Beesober, 

January, February end March to sinus hoo Centigrade. In JUly and Auffist 
the tuatnietum rose to plus 30° Centigrade* Tto other nonths the tanpera- 
tura varied fron aero to plus 19° Centigrade. Fron P s oahbar to April the 
river Mtass was Aroian solid. Show started to fall In late October, end 
with the exception of two or three cnln thoroughfares reneinad on the 
streets until April. There were aany snowfalls, but little rein during the 
reet at the year. The cliaate was dry end windy, the strongest winds 
occurring in February. Xn eunxar there were many gnats and mosquitos In 
Ghalyabdnak. As a whole, the oUoate was a healthy one.

It 
encompassed an area one Kilometer square surrounded V a stone 
wall shout three asters high. Special trains brought employees 
from Chelyabinsk to this plant, which manufactured various 
machine puts such as axles, rollers, gears and ball bearings.

Market Square, 200 meters x 100 meters, where farmers sold farm 
produce. 

Point 4. Ulitsa Kirova. Asphalt paved, about 2$ meters wide. The comer 
of Kirova and Spartaks streets formed the center of Chelyabinsk. 

Point 5. Hospital. Two-story white stucco building, siee unknown, with 
cots and wards on the first floor, m edi cal offices and operating 
rooms on the aecond floor. 

Point 6. Post, Telephone and Telegraph Canter. Two or three-story 
building, pink stucco, other details unknown. 

Point 7. Ulitsa Pushkina, asphalt pavwd, about 10 meters wide. 

Point 8. City library. Two-story white stucco luuasne, about 100 meters 

x 50 meters in area dimension.

Militia Station. Cne-story, gray stone building about >0 x 40 
acte.ro in area dimension surrounded by an iron stave fence two 
meters high. This woo the headquarters of the oblast railroad 
militia. The railroad militiamen wore tall fur hats, dark blue 
uniforms. Their long, double breasted jackets had scarlet 
shoulde rboards , and they wore sabers. They also wore a hood in 
cold weather. Their uniform contrasted to the city militia 
uniforms described tinder point 1, paragraph 9 above . 

Main railroad station. Two-story yellow stucco building, size 
unknown, contained offices on the second floor. On tnc first 
floor there were ticket offices, waiting rooms, a buffet, luggage 
storage, etc. 

Streets, names unknown, about 10 meters vide, asphalt paved. 
Orthodox Churcn. 

Various stores (Clothing, yard goods, shoe, furniture, houseware 
and drug stores). 

Movies. Two-story, yellow stucco building about 100 meters long 
and 30 meters wide, with a main auditorium and balcony. 

Street, name unknown, about 10 meter© wide, asphalt paved.

Rev building. This building, under construction in 19>3* vac 
supposed to be a large six to seven«stoiy office and apartment 
building. 

Party headquarters. *ivc or six-story gray stucco building 
about 200 x 100 meters In area dimension, containing offices of 
the Comuni st Party, the Komsomol, the Oblast Ispolnitelnyy 
Kcadtct (oblast executive committee) and various party offices. 
Sentries were always stationed at the entrance of this building. 

Street, ****** unknown, 12-15 meters wide, asphalt paved. 

Restaurant. Three-story white stucco building about 100 x 40 
meters in area dimension, with a kit ehen, storage areas and 
dressing rooms on the first floor. The dining rooms were on the 
second and third floors. 

Stadium, large football and sports stadium called 'Metallurgich- 
erskiy Stadias”, seating capacity 80,000 to 100,000 people. 

Jail. Two five or six-story buildings, red brick, sizes unknown.
